For  the  ninth  time  in  25  years, 
Texas  voters  turned  down 
parimutuel  betting  of  horse  rac¬ 
ing  by  local  county  option.  With 
248  out  of  254  counties  totaled, 
there  were  707,104  against,  and 
850.996  in  favor.  The  proposition  is 
only  a  "straw  vote”  not  binding  on 
the  state  legislature,  but  is  consi¬ 
dered  to  indicate  the  direction  the 
legislature  will  take  in  its  next 
session.

The  sale  and  use  of  liquor  in  Rankin  County  will  come  before  the  voters  of 
that  county  on  June  6.  It  will  be  an  attempt  by  the  liquor  interests  to  t^e 
Rankin  County  out  from  under  the  sUtewide  prohibiUoii  of  liquor  skl«^ 

On  eight  occasions  during  the  past  few  years  liquor  interesU  have  tried 
to  change  Rankin  County  from  d^  to  wet.  and  they  have  failed.  They 
give  up  in  the  attempt  to  force  their  minority  desires  on  the  majority  of  the 
people,  however,  and  they  will  try  again  next  month 

As  more  affluent  residential  areas  spring  up  in  Rankin  County  such  as 
Crossgates,  CasUewoods.  Mill  Creek  Place,  and  the  several  areas  at  the 
reservoir,  those  who  are  interested  in  bringing  liquor  in  with  them  aM 
moving  into  the  county.  They  knew  the  county  was  dry  when  they  ""WM 
in,  and  they  moved  in  anyway.  Now  they  want  to  force  the  remainder  of  the 
county  into  accepting  what  is  now  an  illegal  life  style  that  they  espouM. 

A  number  of  BaptisU  in  Rankin  County  will  vote  wet  There  is  no  need  to 
kid  ourselves  about  that.  So  this  is  not  a  Baptists-against-the-world  issue. 
It  is  a  moral  issue.  There  is  no  escaping  the  fact  that  a  sagging  moral 

climate  accompanies  the  free  flow  of  liquor 

Even  though  this  is  not  a  Baplists-against-others  issue,  this  is  a  Baptist 
publication,  and  there  are  enough  Baptists  in  Rankin  County  who  are 
thinking  straight  on  this  issue  to  keep  the  county  dry.  There  are  enoup 
BapUsU  in  Rankin  County  and  in  Mississippi  to  do  anything  we  want  to  do. 
We  could  kick  liquor  out  of  the  entire  state  next  year

Lobbying  Bill 

WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  Lobby  dis- 
cloMire  legislation  which  includes 
churches  has  passed  the  U.  S.  House  of 
RepreaenUtives  by  a  vote  of  2S*-140. 

As  reported  by  the  Judiciary  Com¬ 
mittee,  the  bill  would  require  any  or¬ 
ganization  which  engages  in  lobbying 
of  the  U .  S.  C;oagress  and  meets  certain 
requirements  of  time  and  money  ex¬ 
pended,  to  report  such  activities  to  the 
comptroller  general. 

Reportif  would  have  to  include  total 
expenditures  for  lobbying  activities,* 
identity  of  lobbyists,  and  a  description 
of  the  issues  on  which  the  organization 
lobbied.  Oiurches  and  their  agencies 
are  included  in  the  reporting  require¬ 
ments  of  the  bill  if  they  seek  to  influ¬ 
ence  legislation  and  pass  the  threshold 
of  expenditures  set  out  in  the  bill.

Sullivan,  in  his  message  traced  the 
histo^  of  the  Baptist  assembly  to  Rus¬ 
sellville,  Ky . ,  where  a  revival  was  held 
during  the  “Great  Awakening.”  He 
said  the  idea  of  the  tent  meeting  was 
bom  at  this  spot,  and  though  the  origi¬ 
nal  church  there  was  Presbyterian, 
Baptists  have  gained  much  from  that 
beginning. 

He  said  that  B.  W.  Spillman,  the  first 
Sunday  School  promotion  man  for 
Southern  .Baptists,  wanted  an  assem¬ 
bly  in  a  beautiful  spot,  “where  people 
could  dream  dreams  together  and 
pray  together.”  Later,  after  Ridge¬ 
crest  opened,  states  were  urged  to 
start  their  own  assemblies  so  that  all 
Baptists  could  participate. 

Sullivan  said  that  all  that  has  gone 
before,  had  to  be.  else  what  is  now 
could  never  have  been  built.  He  said 
that  all  parts  of  the  history  of 
Gulfshore,  led  to  its  current  point  of 
service.- 

But  he  said  the  story  of  Gulfshore 
Baptist  Assembly  is  not  yet  over. 
“Your  greatest  history  has  yet  to  be 
written.”

Gulfport,  men 
tinned  the  vacant  buildings  of  the 
former  maritime  academy  on  Hen¬ 
derson  Point  and  his  hope  that  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptists  might  acquire  this  as  a 
state  assembly  site.  Later  (Quarles  and 
Odle  drove  to  the  point  to  assess  the 
possibilities. 

Files  to  Washington 

Three  times  Quarles  flew  to 
Washington  to  try  to  buy  the  land  from 
the  Navy,  but  the  government  refused 
to  sell.  They  informed  (}uarles  that 
Baptists  were  No.  9  on  the  list  of  types 
of  organizations  that  might  be  allowed 
to  buy.  Others  such  as  Boy  Scouts, 
were  ahead  of  denominational  conven¬ 
tions. 

In  October,  1955.  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists  bought  Camp  Kittiwake  at  Pass 
(Christian.  Then  three  years  later  the 
property  at  Henderson  Point  finally 
was  offered  for  sale.  An  announce¬ 
ment  of  a  November  7,  1958,  auction 
appeared  in  the  New  Orleans  Times- 
Plcaynne. 

When  he  learned  the  property  was 
for  sale,  Quarles  alerted  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptist  Conventidft  Board.  Boat’d 
nMOU^’m^Wm  af'CHlMpOrf  whhHF’ 
they  had  nihCh  at  Firsf  Baptist  (Church 
and  then  drove  to  Henderson  Point. 


Sometime  ago  I  wandered  along 
the  old  pathway.  It  was  the  path 
that  ran  from  our  house  to  Uncle 
C^'t.  It  seemed  bke  the  grass 
always  greener  along  the 
sides  of  this  well  beaten  path. 

My  brothers,  Robert,  Joe  and 
my  two  sisters.  Sue  and  Pat  used 
to  nm  down  this  lane  playing  cow¬ 
boys.  We  would  hunt  wild  game, 
play  hide  and  seek,  swing  from 
the  trees  on  vines  and  those  that 
were  not  too  green  we  smoked. 

Late  in  the  afternoon.  Mother 
would  come  to  the  back  of  the 
house.  She  would  stand  on  the 
steps  and  call,  “supper  time.” 
Her  voice  wound  its  way  down 
through  the  trees,  vines,  flowers, 
and  entered  our  hut  or  den  or 
playhouse.  No  matter  what  was 
bekig  done  at  this  time  we  stop¬ 
ped. 

Once  again  ten  feet  could  be 
beard  as  they  pounded  their  way 
dawn  the  path.  Pushing  aasdsttoowi 
ilg  our  way  through  the  back  door 
■wrtook  our  pface- around  thetas- 
ble. 

Itmade  no  differenie'to  os  If 'db' 
had  syrup  and  bread,  bread  and 
gravy  or  if  it  was  just  soup.  The 
warm  feeling  in  our  house  ^d  not 
come  from  the  stove.  The  joy,  the 
fellowship,  the  love  and  the  warm 
spirit  was  produced  by  my 
Mother. 

Many  were  the  times  she  stood 
for  hours  over  an  old  wash  tub  in 
the  back  yard  and  scrubbed  our 
clothes.  I  have  seen  her  prime  the 
old  pump  when  it  looked  like  the 
water  she  poured  in  was  going  to 
freeze. 

She  put  up  with  our  rebellion, 
our  times  of  fighting,  our  ugly 
words,  our  questions,  and  our 
mements  of  despair.  She  stood  not 
up  for  us  but  she  STOOD  UP 
WITH  US.  No  matter  what  Ipnd  of 
trouble  we  managed  to -got  our¬ 
selves  into  she  came  ai^  stood 
right  with  us. 

If  we-were  wrong  she  punished 
us.  If  we  were  right  she  com¬ 
plimented  us. 

My  Father  was  the  head  of  our 
home  but  MOTHER  WAS  THE 
HEIART.  She  was  there  when  we 
needed  her.  She  cut  out  many  a 
paper  doll  for  Pat.  She  mat^e 
many  a  doll  dress  for  Sue.  She 
helped  Robert  and  Joe  build  a  club 
how  or  repair  a  toy  pistol.  She 
showed  me  how  to  tie  a  knot  in  a 
string  or  how  to  make  a  cup  and 
saucer. 

Mother  remembers  many 
things  about  our  childhood  but  one 
thing  from  mine  stands  out  above 
all  others.  Sbe  remembers  Pat 
and  me  building  a  play  church. 
Then  we  would  take  turns  preach¬ 
ing  to  each  other. 

I  remember  many  things  such 
as  the  frogs,  the  cats.  Scotty,  my 
old  dog,  chewing  tobacco,  fresh 
tomatoes  from  the  garden,  and 
bear  hunting  in  the  ImkHe  yard. 

However,  one  of  the  most  out¬ 
standing  things  it  the  old  ^th. 
There  we  would  be  building  a  fort 
to  fight  off  the  enemy.  Our  plans 
were  made,  our  guns  were  ready 
and  then  bouncing  from  tree  to 
tree  came  t^iose  delightful  words, 
"Supper  time." 

All  you  could  see  going  down  the 
lane  was  feet.  There  seated 
around  the  table  we  lived,  loved, 
cried,  played  and  grew  up  to¬ 
gether.  My  father,  two  brothers, 
two  sisters,  mother  and  me. 

I  will  not  see  mother  this 
Mother’s  Day  —  I'll  not  be  in  the 
playhouse  —  nor  in  the  lane  and 
not  in  our  little  play  church.  I’ll  be 
.standing  in  my  pulpit  to  preach 
the  food  news  of  Jesus  srtiich  my 
mother  taught  In  word  and  deed.

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After  at  least  three  tornadoes  hit  the 
Utica  area  on  March  18,  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist  (in¬ 
vention  aided  in  reii^  feeding. 

The  feeding  operation  was  initiated 
after  members  of  the  task  force  for  the 
disaster  relief  unit  of  the  MBC  made 
contact  with  the  Red  Cross.

"It  was  quite  obvious 
from  the  expression  on  the  people's 
faces,  that  what  we  were  doing  was 
very  well  received.
